No. F. l;Z5/7H-SchoDls It The directive principle 

enshrined in Article 45 of the Constitution of India enjoins 
upon tho State to provide free and compulsory education for 
all children till they complete the age of 14. The Government 
of India have resolved to accord high priority to the pro- 
gramme of universalising elementary education for 6-14 age- 
group children and take all necessary steps for organising 
a massive programme to reach the goal of universal elementary 
education within a period of 10 years. Accordingly a National 
Committee on Elementary Education was set up in this Ministry’s 
Resolution of even number dated 25-54979 . 

2. To mike tho Committee more functionally active, it has 
bsen decided, in supersession of the earlier Resolution dafid 
25-5-1979, to reconstitute the National Committc to guide and 
oversee the programme pf universalisUion of elementary 
education particularly in the 9 educationally backward states. 

3. The functions of this Committee shall be as follows ; — 

(a) To advise tho Government of India on all mailers 
relating to the programme of univcrsalisaticn of ele- 
mentary education for 6-14 age-group, 

(b) To review the progress of implementation of the 
programme, In particular in the nine educationally
